Remarkable Cave Dissoverad in Hunting-
don Counly.—Some time ngo a Mr. Nefl
residing near Alexandrin, Huntingdon
county, went to his well, to get a drink,
and found it dry. Hethen went down
into the well to make repalrs, and was
much surpriged to find not a pint of
water, and the bottom fallen out, A
ool breeze blew up strong enough to
rustle the leaves of a tree standing near.
He tied a lantern to a rope one hundred
feet long and let it down and ns the lan-
tern still burned he rightly concluded
that the air was pure, He then procured
a spliced rope three hundred feet in
length and to the end attached a basket
containing a lantern, a dog and n ecat.—
He let them down, striking bottom at
two hundred and ninety-one feet. At
the end of gix hours, the basket was
broughtup, Thelantern was still burn-
ing, and the only wvisible effect on lhe
dog and the cat was chilliness, The
next day the owner of the well accom-
panied by n trusty neighbor, Mr, Lef-
ford, descended to the bottom. What
was their surprige to find an immense
cave, stretehing miles and milesin every
direction, Btalagmites and stalaclites
of mugnificent gorgeousness lent beauty
and variety to the otherwise tomb-like
scene. Here and there a flowing stream
of water vippled over stony beds, while
thousands and thousands of bats flutter.
ed thelr clammy wings, sarprised at the
intrusion of man. Petrified seashells of
n hundred wvarleties strewed the floors
and protroded from the strata, After
gpending ten or twelve hours of contin-
uwons wondering, durlng which time
they penetrated beneath and beyond
Alexandria, and discovered a vein of
nickel ore and a nugget of metal resem-
bling antimony, they returned to the
surface, where their balf stricken wives
clasped them to bosoms, thinking they
had been lost,

It Is supposed that this cave ls con-
nected with those at Warrior Ridge annd
Sinking Valley, only a few miles away.
Bpecimens of the nickel ore have been
sent o Philndelphin and nnalyzed and
pronounced superfor to the niokel of eith-

er Luneaster or Germany, theonly two
